A LeMler re- 
porter asked hiin for an Interview on 
this point. 

"Rumor has it, MrObhh, that you 
will be a candidate for Congress in the 
Eighth to succeed the Hon. G 6 Gil- 
bert will you make the race?" 

"Not if the court Icnows itself," re- 
plied Mr Cobb, with a merry twinkle 
in his eye. I fear '1 have t>een running 
too much already. I need a rest and 
the pnblie does too." 

Mr Cobb has three times been elect- 
ed County Attorney of Madison, each 
time by an increased majority, prov- 
ing bis popularity, and it waste this 
that he evidently referred.'
